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Ministry Policy 

The French programs referred to here include only those 
programs designed for students whose first language is not 
French. 


1. Three types of French programs — Core, Extended, and 
Immersion, and combinations thereof — are valid ap- 
proaches to the teaching of French as a second language. 


2. While the government provides grants to encourage 
school boards to expand and improve French instruction 
in their schools, the nature and extent of French pro- 
grams are school board prerogatives. Individual boards 
are required to submit their program plans to the Ministry 
for approval. 


3. Where a Core program in French is offered at the elemen- 
tary school level, it is an integral part of the curriculum 
for the grade or grades involved. 


4. School boards must plan an orderly transition to a 
uniform starting point and time allotment for all Core 
French programs within their jurisdiction. 


5. The Ministry will review the program structure, materials, 
staffing, elementary/secondary co-ordination, and pro- 
gram evaluation outlined in the plans, and communicate 
with individual boards as necessary. 


Planning Principles 


The following principles constitute the criteria by which 
planning outlines will be considered for approval: 


1. School boards must consult the chart of Circular 14, 
1980: French Textbooks issued on March 17, 1980 
when selecting published program materials, and will be 
guided by the hours identified for each entry. School 
boards using or planning to use materials that do not 
conform to the hours indicated must obtain Ministry 
approval. 


2. Where a board uses locally-produced materials, care 
should be taken that they are clear of copyright. The 
overall program must be sequential, particularly if 
published materials are subsequently introduced. 


3. Provision should be made for dealing with varying levels 
of student achievement, particularly after the first few 
years of the program. 


4, French teachers should be fluent in the French language 
and trained in the methodology of second-language 
teaching. 


5. Provision should be made for the continuous evaluation 
both of the program itself and of student achievement. 


It is hoped that the data collected to meet the needs of the 
Ministry will also be valuable to school boards in their 
planning and evaluation procedures. 


Reporting Procedures 


1. For the 1980-81 school year, school boards must submit 
the Planning Outline for French as a Second Language, 
by June 30, 1980. Three copies of the Planning Outline 
are enclosed. School boards should reproduce additional 
copies for internal use as required. 


2. In order to facilitate communication between the 
Ministry and the school board, the board is asked to 
name from within its staff a supervisory officer who will 
be the contact person for all matters concerning the 
French program. 


3. The French Program also involves the completion of two 
additional forms: 


e The Student Record of Accumulated Instruction in 
French as a Second Language, Form ME 198. 
See also Ontario Regulation 38/73 Pupil Records, 
Section 27 a (9) and (10); 


e The section of the School September Report that deals 
with French as a second language.
